The need for the double track on the 
Camp Gordon trolley line and the pres- 
ent shortage of transportation facili- 
ties between the city and camp were 
emphasized Christmas night, when 
thousands of soldiers who were in the 
city were unable to get back to camp. 

At midnight approximately 3,000 men 

were wandering the streets, waiting for 
Camp Gordon cars, and more than 1,000 
men were unable to get on a trolley 
going back to p last night and, 
unable to get a bed jn the city, they 
had to stay on the streets all night, 
long. 

When the shortage in trolley trans- 
portation facilities developed in the 
face of the unprecedented numbers of 
soldiers on leave, ‘nearly all the jitneys 
immediately “jumped” their fares from 
50 cents to $1, and the number was |

Jellicee’s Notable Career. 


Admiral Jellicoe, who had perform- 
ed notable service in the British navy 
as commander of the Atlantic and 
home fieets and also as second sea 
lord, was made supreme commander 
of the home fleet at the outbreak of 
the war. In the summer following the 
Jutland battle he was appointed first 
sea lord, turning over command of the 
grand fleet to Vice Admiral Sir David 
Beatty, who had commanded the Brit- 
ish warships in their fight against the 
Germans. Jellicoe is 58 years old. 

Vice Admiral Wemyss became sea 
lord of the admiralty in August of the 
present year. Although little known to 
the British public, Wemyss has always 
borne the reputation of being a fighter 
of the first order. He won commen- 
dation for the part he took in the Jut- 
land battle. Wemyss entered the navy 
in 1877 and was made a rear admiral 
in 1912. He represents the old aristo- 
cratic element in the navy.

Various reasons—the federal fuel ad- 
ministration was not acting; Atlanta 
had already had more coal this year 
than she got last; numerous other rea- 
sons—had been advanced as to why 
there was no coal in Atlanta during 
the cold spell of ten days ago, and At- 
lanta was ‘promised from Washington 
that coal to relieve the situation would 
be forthcoming immediately—that ev- 
erything would be ail right by the 
first of this week, and that by the 
time the weather got cold again there

“It appearing to the committee from 
unquestioned proof adduced before it 
that many enlisted men in Camps 
Wheeler, Shelby, Kearney, Dix, Jack- 
son, Grant, Custer, Beauregard, and in 
the camp at Fort orth, Texas, are 
without woolen blouses and overcoats, 
the combined shortage in the several 
camps above named being not less than 
20,000 overcoats and 47,000 woolen 
blouses, this committee hereby re- 
quests the secretary of war to take 
immediate steps to supply said enlisted 
men with overcoats and woolen 
blouses, 

“It further appearing that there may 


Dodge, Doniphan, Funston, Wadsworth, 
Fremont, Sheridan, Green and Pike, and 
perhaps other camps, the secretary of 
war is also requested to ascertain by 
wire today if any. other shortages of 
clothing exists in any of our camps 
and if so, that he be directed that 
such shortage be supplied immediately. 

‘It is the sense of tne committee 
that, with the cold season now on, the 
usual routine shall be suspended as to 
this ématter, and that the commanding 
officers of the several camps shall be 
directed, if this is the quickest way, 
to buy these articles at the nearest 
points\to their ¢amps at which they 
can be obtained, so that our soldiers 
may be supplied as soon as possible.” 

The clothing situation was discussed 
by the committee in executive ses- 
sion, Senator McKellar submitting de- 
tails of replies he had received from 
camp commanders. 


Where Clothing Is Shert. 


the national army camps reported to 
Senator McKellar were at Camps Shel- 
by and Beauregard, which were said 
to be deficient 8,000 and 11,140, respec- 
tively. In heavy blouses, the princi- 
pal shortages reported were at the 
following camps: f 

Shelby, 5,065; Kearney, 13,900; Dix, 
3,200; Jackson, 12,000 (estimated); Cus- 
ter, 4.500, and Beauregard, 3,400. 

Camps reported adequately supplied 
with overcoats and blouses were Han- 
cock, Houston, Hempstead, Devens, 
McArthur and Lee. 

Commandants of other camps, in re- 
ply to Senator McKellar’s inquiries, re- 
ferred him to the war department. 

Major General John F. O’Ryan, com- 
mander of the national army canton- 
ment at Camp Wadsworth, Spartan- 
burg, S. C., Who recently returned from 
the European front, told the commit- 
tee he witnessed two important allied 
drives and that in them the German 
artillery was much inferior. 

The committee opened its doors at 
its afternoon session for further ex- 
amination of General O’Ryan, who 
praised the health of the men at Camp 
Wadsworth. Thirty-one thousand 
men are there, he said, and there have 
been only fourteen deaths. He thought 
it would be a good camp to retain 
permanently in case universal mili- 
tary training should be adopted.

ROADS HAD GONE 
FAR AS THEY COULD. | 


The situation was fully realized by 
President Wilson, who in his statement 
declared the roads had gone as far as 
they could and that already some sys- 
tems were endangering their. earnings 
in attempting unification. 

Although the proclamation applies to 
all electric lines engaged in general 
transportation, local interurban sys- 
tems are specifically exempted. 

Congress will de asked to guarantee 
earnings equivalent to the average net 
operating income of each railroad in 
the three year period ending June 30, 
1917. Railroad experts estimate that 
this will cost the government next year 
in the neighborhood of $100,000,000, 
which can be raised in large part by 
increased freights if the interstate com- 
merce commission grants the roads’ ap- 
plication for the 15 per cent rate in- 
cr@éase now pending. Otherwise it will 
be paid largely out of the general gov- 
ernment funds. 

The interstate commerce commission 
and other government agencies which 
have to do with the railroads will con- 
tinue to perform their functions as 
Heretofore, except that they will be 
subject to orders of the director of 
railroads. 


SCHEME FOLLOWS 
BRITISH SYSTEM. 


The president makes it clear that his 
decision was not made because of any 
failure on the part of the railroads to 
perform their whole duty insofar as 
they could while hampered as they were 
by legal restriction. 

“The committee of railroad execu- 
tives,” said his statement. 
have done the utmost that it was pos- 
sible for them to do, but there were 
difficulties they neither could escape 
nor neutralize. * * * In mere fair- 
ness to them the full authority of the 
government must be substituted.”

STATEMENT 
BY WILSON. : 


The president's statement follows: 

“I have exercised the powers over 
the transportation systems of the coun- 
try which were granted me by the act 
of congress of August, 1916, because it 
has become imperatively necessary for 


me to do so. This is a war of re- 
sources no less than of men, perhaps, 
even more than of men, and it is nec- 
essary for the complete mobilization of 
our resources that the transportation 
systems of the country should be or 
ganized and employed under a single 
authority and a simplified method of 
‘co-ordination which have not proved 
possible under private management 
and control. The committee of rail- 
way executives who have been co-op- 
erating with the government in this 
all-important matter have done the 
utmost that it was possible for them 
to do, have done it with patriotic zea) 
and with great ability, but there were 
difficulties that they could neither 
escape nor neutralize. 

“Complete unity of administration in 
the present circumstances involves 
upon occasion and at many points a 
serious dislocation of earnings and the 
committee was, of course, without pow- 
er or authority to rearrange charges 
rar effect proper compensations and ad- 
justments of earnings. Several roads 
which were willingly and with admir- 
able public spirit accepting the orders 
of the committee have already suffered 
from these eircumstances and should 
not be required to suffer further. In 
mere fairness to them the full authority 
of the government must be substituted. 
The government itself will thereby 

ain an immense increase of efficiency 
n the conduct of the war and the in- 
numerable activities upon which its 
successful conduct depends. 


PUBLIC INTEREST 
MUST BE FIRST. 


“The public interest must be first 
served and, in addition, the financial 
interests of the government and the 
financial interests of the railways must 
be brought under a common direction. 
The financial operations of the rail- 
ways need not then interfere with 
the borrowings of the government and 
they themselves can be conducted at 
a greater advantage. Investors in rail- 
ways securities may rest assured that 
their rights and interests will be as 
scrupulously looked after by the gov- 
ernment as they could be by the di- 
rectors of the several railway systems. 
Immediately upon the reassemblage of 
congress I shall recommend that these 
definite guarantees be given: First, of 
course, that the railway properties will 
be maintained during the period of 
federal control in as good repair and 
as complete equipment as when taken 
over by the government, and, second, 
that the roads shall receive a net op- 
erating income equal in each case to 
the average net income of the three 
years preceding June 30, 1917; and I 
am entirely confident that the congress 
will be disposed in this case, as in oth- 
ers, to see that justice is done and full 
security assured to the owners and 
creditois of the great systems ‘which 
the government must now use under 
its own direction or else suffer serious 
embarrassment. 

“The secretary of war and I are 
agreed that, all the circumstances be- 
ing taken into consideration, the best 
results can be obtained under the im- 
mediate executive direction of the Hon- 


tical experience peculiarly fits him for 
the service and whose authority as sec- 
retary of the treasury will enable him 
to co-ordinate as no other man could 
the many financial interests which will 
be involved and which might, unless 
systematically directed, suffer very 
embarrassing entanglements. 


PRIVATE OPERATION 
PROVES FAILURE, 


‘The government of the 
States ig the only great government 
now engaged in the war which has not 
already assumed control of this sort. 
It was thought to be in the spirit of 
American institutions to attempt to 
do everything that was necessary 
through private management, and ir 
zeal and ability and patriotic motive

session, control and operation in whole 
or in part may also be relinquished to 
the owners thereof of any part of the 
railroad systems or rail and water sys- 
tems, possession and control of which 
are hereby assumed. 

“The director shall as soon as may 
be after having assumed such posses- 
sion and control enter upon negotia- 
tions with the several companies look- 
ing to agreements for just and reason- 
able compensation for the possession, 
use and control of their respective 
properties in the basis of an annual 
guaranteed compensation, above ac- 
cruing depreciation and the mainte- 
nance of their properties, equivalent, as 
nearly aa may be, to the average of the 
net operating income thereof for the 
three-year period ending June 30, 1917, 
the results of such negotiations to be 
reported to me for such action as may 
be appropriate and lawful. 

“But nothing herein contained, ex- 
pressed or implied, or hereafter done or 
suffered hereunder, shall be deemed in 
any way to impair the rights of the 
stockholders, bondholders, credits and 
other persons having interests in said 
systems of transportation or in the 
profits thereof, to receive just and 
adequate compensation for the use and 
control and operation of their prop- 
erty hereby assumed. 

Regular dividends hitherto declared, 
and matfiring interest upon bonds.

LEGAL ACTIONS

BRITISH AIR RAIDERS 


German Emperor Left Mann- 
heim Only Hour Before 
Raiders Arrived. 


Geneva, December 26.—The German 
emperor, returning with his staff from 
the Verdun front, had a narrow escape 
during the reprisal raid of a British 
air squadron on Mannheim, Christmas 
eve, according to a dispatch from Basel. 
Only about an hour earlier the em- 
peror’s special train left the station, 
which was partly destroyed by several 
bombs. A section of the tracks was 
torn up, cutting communication “iorth. 

In fact, the emperor’s train was the 
last to leave Mannheim, and no trains 
arrived at Basel yesterday from that 
city.

the Bolsheviki, is doing its utmost to 
bring about a breach between the Unit- 
ed States and Russia. 


It was authoritatively stated that 
American representatives in Russia, 
diplomatic, economic and others, will 
carefully avoid any interference with 
the internal politics of the country and 
will be guided in their conduct by 
the strictest rules of neutrality as be- 
tween Russian factions. It is the pur- 
pose to permit the Russian people 
themselves to work out their own Sal- 
vation free from any American inter- 
ference.

An early decision of the eastern and 
western railroads’ application for 15 
per cent higher rates now is expected. 


Railroads will continue to apply to 
the commission for increases or modi- 
fications of rates and practices unless 
the director general issues specific or- 
ders otherwise, and in that case his 
authority will be supreme. The prin- 
— 2 rate questions now under con- 
sideration by the commission, in addi- 
tion to the 15 — cent case, are the 
express companies’ application for a 
10 per cent increase, and various rami- 
fications of the western inter- mountain 
cases. 

Some doubt was felt tonight as to 
whether express companies are includ- 
ed in the president's roclamation. 
They were not mention specifically, 
but the president referred to “every 
system of transportation and the ap- 
purtenances thereof.” This was gen- 
erally interpréted as including these 
companies, whose business is so closely 
interlocked with that of the railroads. 

State railroad and public utilities 
commissions also will be left with full 
powers to supervise intra-state rates 
and transportation rules.

The strin- 
gency will also be further relieved, it 
was stated, by the release for domestic 
consumption of four thousand tons of 
sugar for Swedish shipment, which is 
held here.

Cost of labor, coal and materials have 
been increasing, with the result that 
the expenses of the Canadian roads 
are mounting at a much swifter rate 
than earnings. The increased rates 
allowed, the judgment states, will cer- 
tainly not equal the increase in costs 
to which the railways are subject and 
which are not in any way attributable 
to the railway management. 

With regard to the increase in — 
senger rates, the judgment states that 

it is in the public interest, with a 
view to conserving coal, railway fa- 
cilities and man power that passenger 
travel should be as light as possible, 
so as to facilitate efficient freight 
movement.” 

No mention is made in the judgment 
of the date on which the increased 
rates will go into effect. This is be- 
cause the railways will have to file new 
tariffs based upon the judgment and 
these must receive the approval of the 
board. It is probable several weeks 
will elapse before the higher rates be- 
come effective.

Eighty- five cases were disposed of by the 
recorder’s court in two sessions yesterday— 
the day following Christmas. 

The cases were those of 
women charged with infractions of various 
laws: but among them were enough “drunk 
and disorderties” to prove that the blind 
tiger did a thriving business on Christmas 
day. 

All of which means that the law is not 
coming down with sufficient force on the 
blind tiger nuisance; that, despite the fact 
that the police have been doing splendid 
work récently in rounding them up, there 
are still too many of those barnacles and 
leeches left loose in Atlanta to feed upon 
and debauch the weaker of its citizens. 

Nor is the blind tiger whisky menace 
going to be wiped out in Atlanta 80 long as | 
convicted Wispensers of it are permitted to 
buy their freedom by paying fines. 

That business will never be stopped until 
the courts adopt and carry out a policy of 
sending convicted tigers to the chaingang 
or the penitentiary, rather than of fining 
them. 

A few days ago a local judge, in passing

HOOVER, ROLPH AND SUGAR. 


Food Administrator Hoover says for the 
benefit of the senate committee now investi- 
gating the sugar situation, past and present, 
that the fixing of the price of sugar has 
saved the American consumers more than 
$200,000,000 to date; in other words, that 
but for the administration’s action the public 
would have been forced to pay from 26 to 
30 cents a pound for sugar, whereas now 
retail dealers are permitted to charge no 
more than 10 cents a pound. 

Experience with the few dealers who 


took advantage of the sugar shortage to 
plunder the public confirms the general im- 
pression that Hoover is right in his con- 
clusion, | 

George H. Earle, Jr., one of the leading 
independent sugar refiners, not only agrees 
with Mr. Hoover, but he said in an inter- 
view recently that without governmental 
regulation of the price, sugar would now 
be retailing at upwards of 30 cents a pound, 
and that the poor would today be paying 
five cents an ounce, or 80 cents, or, per- 
haps, $1 a pound, for it. 

Mr. Earle, in direct contrast to Claus 
Spreckels, has nothing but high praise for 
Mr. Hoover and for George M. Rolph, head 
of the sugar division of the food admin- 
istration. 

“While I have not always agreed with 
Messrs. Hoover and Rolph,” he says, “I 
want to gay that— } 

“I have never seen such untiring, self- 
sacrificing, patriotic devotion as they are 
constantly displaying, and I want to say 
further, that I believe they will soon 
reach their goal, of a teasonable supply 
of sugar and at less than reasonable 
prices, if they are not uselessly divert- 
ed from more than exacting duties.” 

This estimation of the work of these 
two men, it is quite safe to say, coincides 
with the general sentiment of the country.

CONGRESSMEN AND TAXES. 


A moot question of vital national im- 
portance just now is whether of not the 
emergency war revenue act exempts mem- 
bers of congress from the payment of in- 
come and excess-profits taxes, and pending 
before the house is a resolution stating 
definitely that it does not. The purpose 
of the resolution is, of course, to silence the 
disagreeable charge that by exempting cer- 
tain “officers and employees of the govern- 
ment,” congress exempted its own members 
while taxing everybody else. 

Many prominent members of congress 
take the position that the law as it stands 
does not exempt members of congress, be- 
cause congressmen are not officials nor 
employees of tire federal government, and 
they take it for granted that the treasury 
department, in collecting the taxes pro- 
vided for under the law, will place upon it 
this interpretation. 

The position of congressmen so holding 
was made clear by Judge C. H. Brand, 
member of congress from the Eighth Geor- 
gia district, in a brief speech on the floor of 
the house the other day, in which he char- 
acterized the resolution as “useless legis- 
lation,” saying, first, that— 

“@ congressman is not an officer and 

an employee of the United States, or an 

officer and an employée under the United 

States within the meaning of the law, and 

therefore the provision of the revenue 

act referred to does not exempt him. 

“Second, As all know, a tax levied 
upon the people or a class of people oper- 
ates on all alike. No man and no one 
class of people can be held exempt from 
its operation by implication. All are sub- 
ject to the provisions of a bill designed 
to raise revenue unless expressly ex- 
empted .. . 

“Il know and you Know that we did not 
intentionally or purposely vote to put 
burdens upon other people which we our- 
selves were not willing to help carry, 
and as there is not a line in the bill 
expressly exempting congressmen from 
the payment of the income tax or the ex- 
cess-profits tax, I insist under the law 
as it stands now that we are subject to 
the payment of these taxes. And ac- 
cording to the calculations of the tax 
gatherer, the act imposes an income tax 
of $245 on each unmarried congressman, 
and $205 on each married congressman, 
and in addition te this an excess-profits 
tax of $120 on all congressmén. Those 
interested should not be unmindful of the 
further fact that in addition to the pay- 
ment of these taxes congressmen will 
have to pay an income tax on the prop- 
erty respectively owned by them. These 
taxes will be paid by us ungrudgingly 
and as cheerfully, in my opinion, as by 
any other class of taxpayers in the re- 
public.” 

Congressman Brand’s position upon this 
matter seems to be unanswerable, for it is 
not to be supposed that congress would in- 
tentionally enact legislation favorable to its 
own membership above other property 
owners of the country. ; 

At any rate the treasury department can 
very easily settle the matter by construc- 
tion of the law, and it may be said with 
certainty that if the yardstick is so applied 
no member of congress will raise any issue 


over it.

our success in the war will depend upon food 
it 1 vitally important that our people should 
know the real situation and face the issue. 
‘tong before the beginning of the Euro- 
pean war there were evidences of a decrease 
in food production in proportion to the pop- 
ulation. We are raising less wheat than we 
did sixteen years ago, notwithstanding en 
increase during that time of 20,000,000 to 
26,600,000 people in our population. This 
years wheat crop is 88,000,000 bushels less 
than the crop of 19017 We have about 15,- 
600,000 less head of sheep than we had some 
fourteen or fifteen years ago. North Caro- 
lina, for instance, has several hundred thou- 
gand head of sheep less than it had as far 
back as 1860. We have 8 per cent less hogs 
than we had only a year ago. We have some 
7,000,000 or 8,000,000 less beef cattle than we 
had some ten or twelve years ago. To a 
large extent the reason for this decline in 
food production is due to the enormous move- 
ment of population from the country to the 
cities. Between 1900 and 1910 city popula- 
tion increased by about 12,000,000, while 
coufitry population increased only 4,000,000, 
and the growth since 1910 in city population 
has deen even more rapid. In 1880 only 29 
per cent of the population of this country 
lived in cities. Now about 50 per cent are city 


dwellers. We have been, in this way, stead- | 


ily and enormously increasing the number of 
food consumers and lessening the number of 
food producers. Repeatedly during the last 
few years 1 have called attention to the evi- 
dent outcome of this trend of population 
away from the country to the cities, It is 
one of the great econontic issues in the na- 
tion's life, 
Geed Reads Essential. 

“My persistent advocacy for years of good 
roads was largely based on the fact that 
until we give to the man in the country the 
same advantages of good roads and ease of 
oommMunicating with his neighbors, and of 
hauling his stuff, which the city dweller has 
in improved streets, there will be a contin- 
ued movement of population away from the 
country. If there were no other reason for 
good roads than this economic issue, it would 
be supremely important for individual states 
and for the national government to do their 
utmost toward the entouragement of build- 
ing good roads as the only possible way in 
which to guafantee increased food produc- 
tion. 80 long as country life, by reason of 
impassable roads of sand or mud, is less at- 
tractive, especially to the women and chil- 
dren, than the city, so long will the trend of 
population be away from the country, and 
there is no power On earth to change this 
condition excéept by making country life at- 
tractive through the building of good roads 
This is as important in war times as in 
peace, for road building must go on in order 
to secure inoréased food production as well 


as to supplement the railroads, which have | 


completely broken down. 

But to return to the decreasing food sup- 
ply of the country. Because the total grain 
and food crops this yeaf exceeded by about 
a billion bushels the crops of last year, we 
are apt to forget that last year’s crops fell 
short of the 1915 yield by nearly 1,400,000,000 
bushels. This year’s yield, therefore, does not 
near fill up the vacuum created by the yield 
of 1916. Moreover, while the country has had 
& large increave in corn, much of this 
cereal, mainly in the west, 
damaged by early frosts, and its feeding 
value has therefore been greatly decreased. 
There was Also an enormous shortage in the 
hay crop, amounting to about 19,000,000 tons, 
as compared with 1916. The aggregate wheat 
and corn crops of 1916 and 1917 was nearly 
500,000,000 bushels less than the aggregate 
of 1914 and 1916, notwithstanding the enor- 
mous increasé in consumption by reason of 
the war. Unfortunately there has been an

(From Popular Mechanics Magazine.) 

Fifteen million people in this country are 
shoveling coal today, of whom 250,000 are 
firemen in power plants and on railroads. 
By midnight they will have converted 2.300, 
000 tons into ashes. With these ashes will 
be thrown away thousands of tons of coal 
only partly burned. Other thousands of tons 


will have been wasted in careless burning, 
or unnecessary heating of unoccupied rooms;

They have saved us from destruction, and 
duty and even selfishness itself should com- 
pel us not merely to divide the last crumb 
with the allies, but if necessary, to give the 
last crumb to them and sacrifice ourselves in 
order to save ourselves. Until the serious- 
nese of this situation ts fully realized by the 
people of all classes and all sections, until the 
importance of sacrificing in order to bring 
about food conservation is taught from the 
pulpit, is taught in every school and pro- 
claimed day after day in every newspaper, we 
shall not fully comprehend the danger of 4 
famine which we are facing, and which can 
only be prevented by the utmost conserva- 
tion. We cannot, off hand, increase the 
amount of food in the country, but we can, 
by extreme care, conserve that food and make 
it go the farther. Bvery spoonful of sugar, 
every pound of flour, or beef or mutton or 
pork wasted, or even unnecessarily used, is 
prolonging the war and making certain the 
death of more of our soldiers than would 
otherwise have to lose their lives in our 


defense. 
A Typical Case. 


“Some weeks ago I listened to a stirring 
appeal by a man abundantly able to pre- 
sent the subject before a religious conven- 
tion, showing how the conservation of flour 
and meats and sugar were absolutely essen- 
tial to our winning the war. It so happened 
that two ministers who sat within a few feet 
of the speaker sat beside me at a dinner 
shortly thereafter, indeed, one of them that 
very night. The latter, though he had heard 
the appeal for saving sugar, emptied spoon- 
ful after spoonful of sugar into his coffee 
until there was more undissolved sugar left 
in his dup than the coffee could possibly 
take up. The other put into one small cup 
of coffee three big lumps of sugar, emptied 
that cup, and put into one-half a cup two 
large lumps. These men thought they had 
been impressed with the presentation of the 
need of conservation, but, as a matter of fact, 
it had not touched their souls, it had not 
reached their Gonscience, and they are typi- 
cal of a very large proportion of our people. 
Jean Speak from experience when I say that 
no matter how much sugar one may have 
loved to have in his coffee, he can absolute- 
ly eut out the use of sugar and soon become 
accustomed to drinking his coffee without a 
particle of sugar. The same is true of many 
other things which we have been acctistomed 
to indulge in. We cam lessen thé use of flour 
bread. by the means of suvstitutes, no mat- 
ter how much we may have loved flour bread. 
We can cut out to a large extent the use of 
beef, mutton, lamb and pork products of all 
kinds, no matter how much we love to in- 
dulge in these things.

„Comrades— At this time of great his- 
torical events the German proletariat has a 
great mission to fulfill. 

“In the midst of this frightful world 
conflagration which has destroyed millions 
of lives and incalculable economic vales, the 
untenability of the government systems, as 
in vogue, has been clearly and distinctly 
demonstrated. 

“Our brothers aud sons in arms have 
performed wonderful deeds of valor and the 
German nation bore the sufferings of this 
war with astonishing patience. 

“At all times ready for peace, it fights 


and suffers in defending its home; but not 


for conquest or to acquire other booty. This 
has been proclaimed before all the world 
repeatedly by the social democrats since the 
beginning of the war, by the representatives 
of the nation in an unequivocal manner in 
their resolution of July 19, 1917.

Anemia, lack of blood, is always a m- 
tom, always dis- 
ease which can be treated : 
out knowledge of the underlying 
thousands of credulous folks swallow in & | 
week more iron than the whole mass of 
blood in a healthy adult contains, in the 
vain hope of curing a fancied anemia or 
watery weak blood. 

In this talk we can merely touch upon 
some of the more common causes of ane- 
mia. The causes are so many and 
that it is impossible to list them in @& half 
column. We shall try to mention the more 
comrion causes somewhat in the relative or- 
der of their importance and frequency. 

Insufficient exposure of the body to sun- 
light is undoubtedly the most common cause 
of anemia. Sunlight is as essential to the 
formation of hemoglobin (the red coloring . 
matter in the blood) as it is to the formation 
of chlorophyll (the green coloring matter in 
plants). Nefther man or plants can thrive 
without sunlight. 

Excessive confinement in foul air ia 
probably the second important factor of 
simple anemia. Foul air is nice warm still 
air, such as many people like to have in 


{ the house all winter long. Another way of 


expressing it is carbon dioxide poisoning. 
This does not mean that there isn’t enough 
oxygen in the air of a nice warm foom; it 
means that the effect of nice warm air is 
ennervating, weakening, depressing to the 
metabolism or vital fire, so that the body is 
unable to assimilate sufficient oxygen, 
though there be plenty available in the air. 
Wherefore an excess of carbon dioxide (car- 
bonic acid gas) accumulates in the body, 
and one effect of this kind of autointoxica- 
tion, so to speak, is a deficiency of red cor- 
pusdles or hemoglobin or both. The remedy 
is one we often prescribe, but it ia seldom 
taken, because you can’t take it from 4 
Spoon: two miles of oxygen three times 4 
day on foot. It really “sends the red blood 
coursing through your arteries”’—to borrow 
a favorite phrase of the alumnae writers. 

Trifling or unrecognized chronic septic 
foci, in tonsils, gums, gall-sac, appendix, in 
pelvic organs of ‘either sex, are very fre- 
quent causes of anemia. 

Incipient or undiagnosed tubergulosis in 
younger persons, and unrecognized nephritis 
(Bright's disease) in persons around middle 
age, are common causes of anemia. 

Latent or smouldering syphilis, malaria 
and other chronic constitutional diseases are 
not unusual causes of anemia. 

Restriction of the diet to food too refined 
or denaturized is certainly a factor in many 
Gases. People should endeavor to eat whole 
wheat in various forms, whole corn cracked, 
unpolished rice, the green garden vegetables, 
baked potatoes with skins, fresh fruits. 

The habit of abusing g¢athartics is often 
a cause of anentia Which cannot be relieved 
until the cathaftics are discontinued.

Should a healthy boy three and one-half 
years of age take a nap in the afternoon’ 
How often should he be bathed? (V. F. 8.) 

ANSW ER—Yes, an afternoon nap is a 
great builder and strengthener for young 
sters. A healthy boy is of course a dirty 
bey, so we think he should have a nie 
Warm or tepid bath every day. 


Child Minus Tonsils. 


Will a child who has had his tonsils re 
moved have diphtheria? Will the whooping 
cough be as severe in such a child? (His 
Mother.) 

ANSWER—He would probably be less 
susceptible to diphtheria with the diseased 
tonsils removed than with the tonsils in 
the throat. As for whooping cough, it prob- 
ably would make ho difference. 


Old Salt Water Fancy. 


Would a tablespoonful of salt in a ctip- 
ful of water be the proper strength to snuff 
up the nose for chronic catarrh? (E. H. v.) 

ANSWER—tThat would be intensely ir- 
ritating, and besides, it is dangerous to 
snuff liquids up the nose—the practice fre- 
quently damages hearing. A rounded tea- 
spoonful of salt in a pint of freshly boiled 
water makes what is known as “normal 
salt solution,” that is, approximately the 
same salty strength as the tears and the blood 
serum. This may be used in eyes, nose, ete,, 
freely, being non-irritating and rather sooth- 
ing. S

Georgia Must Now Decide 
As Between Sheep and Dogs 


Editor Constitution: Having noticed from 
time to time in your valuable paper the ques- 
tion of sheep raising in Georgia, wish to en- 
dorse the letter of Mr. I. C. Wade, Cornelia, 
Ga., which appeared in your paper under date 
of December 24. 

As the owner of a farm in south Georgia, 
we had at one time a flock of sheep of about 
500 on open ranges. The dogs, worthless 
curs, killed every sheep in this gold-produc- 
ing herd. We sacrificed the toothsome mut- 
ton and the golden fleece of our merino herd 
in order that our neighbors, white and black, 
might rear cur dogs, the flesh of which, nor 
the hide, being of no commercial value, and 
their maintenance being an expense to their 
owners. 

In this day of conservation it behoovés 
every farmer to raise every pound of meat 
and wool which it is in his power to pro- 
duce. There is not a farm in the state of 
Georgia that could not raise from half a 
dozen to a dozen sheep absolutely without 
cost, to say nothing of the hundreds and 
thousands which could be raised at an gnor- 
mous profit as a business proposition. 


The time has now come when the people 
of Georgia must decide between merino sheep 
and cur dogs. There are hundreds of 
thousands of acres in the state of Geor- 
gia admirably adapted for sheep raising. In 
no section of the United States can mutton 
and wool be-produced cheaper than in the 
empire state of the south. I am at a loss to 
know in what way the cur dogs of Georgia 
have thrown a hypnotic spell over our legis- 
lators. Whenever the question of dogs and 
sheep has come before them they have in- 
variably voted for dog.

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Mexicans Members of Band 

That Killed U. S. Mail 
Carrier and Passengers and 
Looted a Ranch. 


‘Marfa, Texas, December 26.— icht 
bandits were killed yesterday when 
ranchers and American cavalry men 
fired on a band of Mexican raiders 
after the Mexicans had killed Michael 
Welch, driver of a United States mail 


stage, and his two Mexican passengers, 
and had looted the L. C. Brite store at 
Candelaria, Texas. This was the offi- 
cial report received here today. It is 
reported that Mexican bandits also 
raided the Fitzgerald ranch between 
here and the river late lastnight, driv- 
ing off all of the horses 2 the ranch 
and taking a large quantity of provi- 
sions. These raiders were believed to 
have been a part of the band which 
raided Candelaria yesterday. 
Mere Fighting Reported. 

Additional reports of fighting be- 
tween scattered bands of bandits and 
American cavalrymen and Texas rang- 
ers have been brought here all day 
from the river front. 

Tonight troops guided by Texas rang- 
ers searched the Rimrock district for 
ecattered bands of the raiders. Rein- 
‘forcements were sent from here in com- 
mandeered civilian automobiles and 
trucks. It now is believed the bandits 
were a part of Francisco Villa’s force 
which has been operating in the Ojin- 
aga district. A report received today 
that they were Mexican federal troops 
from the Ojinaga garrison, was denied 
tonight. This report started from the 
fact that a number of the dead bandits 
wore Mexican federal uniforms. It was 
believed Villa men had disguised them- 
selves in federal uniforms to make the 
Americans believe they were federal 
soldiers and to embroil the United 
States with Mexico. 

Story of Murderous Raid. 

Ranchers who arrived tonight from 
Candelaria brought the first connect- 
ed story of the raid. 

Only two men were at the Brite 
ranch house Christmas morning when 
the raiders arrived. They were T. T. 
Neill, manager of the 4 and his 
son, Sam. heir wives and children 
were also at the ranch house. The 
father saw the men approaching and 
awakened his son. The women and 
children were put in the most protect- 
ed room and e two lone men opened 
fire upon the bandits riding wildly to- 
ward the house. A desperate rifle bat- 
tle was then fought between Neill 
and the leader of the Mexicans at 100 
yards Sry Neill killed his man, 
while his ther fought off the Mexi- 
cans who were attempting to gain en- 
trance through a rear door. Two more 
bandits were killed, whereupon the 
remainder retired for a conference. A 
Mexican was then sent to the house 
with a demand that the Neills surren- 
der. This was refused, but T. T. Neill 
finally delivered over the keys to the 
Brite store nearby and sent a hired 
man to assist in rounding the horses 
in order to save the women and chil- 
dren from almost certain massacre. 

Preacher Escapes. 

While the store was being looted by 
the bandits the Rev. H. M. Bandy, of 
the First Christian church of Marfa, 
drove up in his car with his family to 
spend the day at the Brite ranch. They 
barely escaped, but got into the ranch 
house, where the minister seized a 
rifle and guarded a window with other 
Americans, 

At this time the United. States mail 
stage from Valentine drove up to the 
Brite store carrying Christmas pack- 
ages for the United States soldiers sta- 
tioned at Candelaria. The two Mexi- 
can passengers were killed before they 
could get out of the stage. Michael 
Welch was en from the stage, 
hanged and his throat cut. Welch, who 
was aged and partly paralyzed, had to 
be assisted to the place of his execu- 
tion,

GREECE URGES CITIZENS 
TO ENLIST IN U. S. ARMY

Washington, December 26.—Greece 
wants her citizens in the United States 
to enlist in the American army. Not 
only will she suspend punishments 
which ordinarily would follow enlist- 
ments of Greeks with a foreign power, 
but she will reward them for supporting 
the American arms. This is the sub- 
stance of a note from the Greek gov- 
ernment delivered today at the state 


department. 

An official communication from the 
Greek legation here to Greeks in the 
United States follows: 

“The royal legation of Greece brings 
to the knowledge of Greeks residing 
in the United States that, according to 
a decision of the Greek government, a 
collective and previous authorization 
has been granted to all the Greeks 
wishing to enlist in the American army. 

“No legal consequences, therefore, 
would be applied in such cases, the 
Greek government considering any 
Greek enlisted in the American army 
as serving in the Greek army. 

“Furthermore, any Greek in the 
American army and who would be men- 
tioned for lantry being considered 
as fighti in the Greek army, will be 
— ory the Greek government. 

“This collective authorization is ex- 
tended to the Greeks who have 22 
enlisted in the American army with- 
out previously applying for the au- 
thorization required by the Greek 
laws.”

New York, December 26.—The Amer- 

ican steamship Tuscarora, formerly a 
lake vessel and requisitioned by the 
shipping board for Atlantic service, 
with her entire crew of 35 men, is be- 
lieved to have been lost at sea some- 
where north of Cape Breton Island, ac- 
cording to advices received in shipping 
circles today from Nova Scotia. 
The crew of the Tuscarora was re- 
cruited in New England ports. She 
was commanded by Captain Crowell, 
of Cape Cod. In September the vessel 
was cut in two on the lakes, towed

Today ad- 
vices were received in, shipping circles 
here that parts of a bridge, pilot house 
and deck timbers from a steamer had 
washed ashore on St. Paul island about 
thirty miles northeast from Cape North 
on Cape Breton island. Shipping men 
believe the wreckage is from the miss- 
ing lake steamer.
